While we do not be 
lleve In throwing mud, still when 
mud le thrown at us wa will protect 
ourselves aa beat we can, and at least 
make It known that we are not con 
xentlng parlies to such attacks. Thr 
Observer la a commensal of the sect 
of which I am a member. It Is gen¬ 
erally called a church paper 

For more thanthhty years I havt 
been a writer whose eublect was Fo 
cahontaa County, and 1 have used 
up great acres of apace In recording 
the glory of Its people.

It will be admitted, 
that In the great congested center* 
of population that Individualism 
‘ suffers, especially Is this true In till* 
socialistic, paternalistic age. In the 
great open spaces, men have Obtaln- 
ed their greatest mental and physi¬ 
cal growth. They learn to observe, 
to think, and to do. The arts and 
professions are peopled from the 
product of the one room school, or 
from no school at all, as In the case 
of Lincoln. 

We have never objected to being 
called a mission tield Wo welcome 
the coming and speed the parting 
missionary. And all the time we 
keep the noiseless tenor of our way. 
maintain our own numerous churches 
and enjoy the blessings of life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness. Many 
have gone from this county to other 
parts of the world, with various for¬ 
tunes. Some have become famous 
and rich, and othe/s to come back to 
where they can hear the water run¬ 
ning over the rocks, and all of 
those that I have observed to an 
eternal combat with a deep seated 
desire to return.

We were becoming consider¬ 
ably puffed up with pride, and prld> 
is always sinful. We were beginning 
to say that our merit was being 
recognized. That It was the county 
of all the world That most nearly 
compiled with the requirements oi 
the eighteenth amendment. We 
were being held up as an example t< 
'follow. 

But there Is one element from 
which none can be safe and that I* 
detraction, which consists of dlspar 
agement or the taking away from 
the credit or reputation of another 
It consists of opinions and conclusion* 
on the part of observers, and thest 
adverse opinions are nol to be con 
trolled or Influenced. 

Everyone suffers from detraction 
What we do not know about what 
others are saying about us, does not 
not hurt us. But as the Observer 
circulates among us, we are obliged 
to take notice of Its sayings. 

We think we have the finest county 
In which to live, to be found any 
where, but at the same time there Is 
the Inevitable modicum of sin and 
misery from which qfo country or set 
of people Is wholly free. About all 
that we can do when such an Indict- 
ment It found against ua by such 
high authority la to plead not guilty 
and call for proof. We can do at 
least that much 

And In addition to that there has 
been great offense given In the In 
stance we are discussing of such s 
nature that some of us more or less 
Impllcated'ln the matter are willing 
to walk barefooted to Buckeye tc 
make an apology. 

The article referred to Is the one 
published In the Observer of Septem 
oer 16th, and la a thinly veiled refer¬ 
ence to the community on Swago 
Creek, which centers about the poat- 
ofllce of Buckeye. But as the people 
of that community are a credit to 
the county, I take It that It Is a 
county matter. In fact It would take
